Local Option did Better in Ontario 
Than at First Reported 


CLOSE VOTE IN BRANTFORD 


Only Thirty-Five Short of Polling Three- 
ifths—The Bylaw Carried in 
Seventy-Nine Places 


Toronto, Jan. 5.—Additional re- 
durns from the local option campaign 
make the temperance victory more 
creditable, All but five places out of 
a total of 161 have been heard from, 
but the final figures cannot offset the 
local option gains greatly in any ev- 
ent. The by-law is now carried in 79 
places. It has been lost through 
three-fifths clause in 57 places, and 
has been defeated in 17 places. The 
repeals number 2. ‘The — official 
figures from the city of Brantford are 
2,711 against 1,900. This gives a ma- 
jority of 811 for local option, but is 
short by a bare 35 votes of the three- 
fifths stipulation. A recount has been 
decided on and the temperance or- 
ganization is being maintained for 
further effort. Participants in the 
loca! option fray express in various 
ways satisfaction over the result of 
the vote. “It is generally conceded,” 
said one supporter of the movement, 
“that the strong arm of public senti- 
ment has decided to wield an inex- 
orable weapon, the vote, until the 
liquor traffic has succumbed. In ather 
words, the death sentence is pronoun- 
ced, but it will partake of the grad- 
ual nature of torture as the public 
arm grows stronger with each suc- 
cessive stroke.” ; 


Verdict at Inquest into Death of the 
Finlander, Joe Anderson 

“Death due to apoplexy,” was the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury yester- 
day after inquiring into the circum- 
stances of the finding of the dead 
body of Joe Anderson, a Finlander, 
in the Grand View Hotel on Friday 
night. 

The evidence went to ile that the 
deceased had been drinking heavily 
for three or four days prior to his 
death and that he was an_ habitual 
drunkard. Dr. Hislop testified that 
the bursting of a blood vessel in the 
brain was the technical cause of death, 
but that this might have been caused 
by an overstrain or sudden shock and 
was not necessarily due to the use of 
alcohol. 

The jury seemed content to state 
that death was due to a prolonged 
alcoholic spree. 

Parlee appeared at the in- 
quest, on behalf of the United Aids 
Society, but saw no reason why cen- 
sure should be lodged against the 
keeper of the hotel. The jury did not 
undertake to reprimand anyone in the 
matter.

(Montreal Herald) 

Lord Albert Fitzroy Somerset, bro- 
ther of the Duke of Beaufort, accom- 
panied by Mr. J. Ii. Leiter, of Chicago, 
were here yesterday for a few hours in 
conference with local capitalists re- 
garding a great new railway project. 
They are on their way through from 
the west to New York, whence Lord 
Somerset intends to sail for England 
on Wednesday. 

During the greater part of their stay 
here they remained on their private 
car, Wisteria, outside Bonaventure sta- 
tion, and there they were seen by a 
Herald representative to whom some

The road would be not far short of 
two thousand miles in length and 
would involve an outlay in construc- 
tion and equipment of about $50,000,- 
000, but it is considered that the en- 
ormous wealth of the Peace River 
‘Valley and the gold fields stretching 
beyond iit towards the Yukon, which 


, fare still believed to embace the mother 


lode from which the gold of the Klon- 
dike originates,came would yield in 
abundande the most lucrative kind of 
traffic. 

Lord Somerset says the charters 
which have been secured are those of 
the Northern Empire Railway Com- 
pany, and the Manitoba and British 
Columbia. The whole of the interests 
represented by these two companies 
have been. absorbed by the syndicate 
which will shortly be formed into a 
company. No difficulty whatever is 
anticipated in’ the matter of raising 
of the necessary capital for this gigan- 
tic enterprise, which will be in a sense 
international, as it will have connec- 
tions from Lethbridge to Cardston on 
the United States boundary fom which 
it will connect with the Great North- 
ern. 

The mention of Mr. Hill‘s road nat- 
urally prompted the inquiry from Mr. 
Leiter whether that enterpnising rail- 
way magnate was associated with the 
project. “I am not in a position to 
say what Mr. Hill‘s relations with 
the enterprise are at present,” replied 
the Chicago capitalist, “So far as they 
have gone they are of a purely con- 
fidential character, but I may tell you 
that Mr. Hill is greatly impressed by 
the practicability and economic im- 
portance of the railway which he con- 
siders a good paying proposition if the 
contemplated route which he favors 
is adopted.”

ment of which he is regarded as one 
of the greatest living authorities. 

Just a word or two about the gigan- 
tic gantries which had to be erected 
before a single plate could be placed in 
position or rivet driven home.

It took nearly 
twelve months to erect them, during 
which time the whole of the north 
yard was practically idle, the total 
cost being close upon 400,000 sterling, 
of whch the gantries and slips cost 
250,000 pounds, the balance being made 
up of hydraulic and pneumatic plant, 
alteration of works, and a floating 
crane capable of lifting at on haul a 
weight of 250 tons. 


A NEW PORT GRIMSBY 


To be Established a Pacific Near Ter- 
minus of the G. T- P. 


Prominent members of the Grimsby 
fish trade, says a Liverpool dispatch, 
are about to establish a Grimsby in 
the West. It is intended to develop 
a fishing industry at a new port to 
be named Port Grimsby, at the mouth 
of the Skeena river, British Columbia. 
A town is to be linked up with all 
the towns of Canada and to the United 
States by the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific, 
and it is intended to establish a fishing 
centre, with docks, wharves, whole- 
sale fish markets, cold storage, salt 
and coal depots, fish curing, oil, and 
fertilizer works, similar to those in 
}existence at Grimsby, Hull, and Aber- 
deen, England. The moving spirits 
in Grimsby are Mr. James, Schofield, 
Mr. Thos Bascombe; and Mr. John L. 
Green. Valuable sites, water frontage, 
and existing canneries have already 
been secured, and several trawlers will 
\be sent from Grimsby to establish the 
nucleus of a fleet.
